Though abuscs of power may exist, yet great 
wurpations cannot now take place in Britain; and, therefore, if the subjects 
ntgue with foreigners against their government, they stake their liberties on 
the cast, An honourable confidence reposed in government, and a generous 
gedit, on the part of government, to the affections of the people, are the only 
means by which both people and government can become glorious and happy. 
They will endeavour to point out the danger of error, either in blaming or com- 
mending the conduct of any administration, without being well informed of the 
Whole combination of circumstances which the — tat before him at the 
lime.

to, and comment upon, the principal modern political publications, according as 
their tendency may be to promote the welfare, or to disturh the peace, of so- 
ciety.
